Formula of One of the Most Satis­ 
factory Poisons Given. How to 
Prepare Same 


The last week in April has been 
accepted by the Crow Wing: County 
Farm Bureau as gopher killing week. 
Every farm er in the county is urgi d 
to take one or tw o days of this week 
to kill gophers. 
Every Farm Bureau 
Unit and Farmers' Club th roughout 
the county tire urging their members 
to get out during this week auld kill 
gophers. 
One of the best 
ways to 
kill gophers is by poisoning. Gophers 
will run long distances and the pro­ 
per poisoning properly distributed rn 
one of the easiest and hest ways to 
get rid of this field pr>st. 
One of th 
greatest draw-backs 
to 
alfalfa 
or 
clover growing is the pocket gopher 
This pest can be lid of th ru propm 
killing. 
By makin g the gopher kill­ 
ing a county wide movement we will 
prevent the ru n n in g of gophers an 
lo a large extent eliminate it. 
The following formula, 
according 
to C. E. Mickel of the 
Division 
of 
Entomology of the University Farm, 
is the most satisfactory poison. You 
can get this filled at any drug store 
One-eighth ounce powdered Strychnin 
alkaloid, one-eighth 
ounce 
sodium 
bicarbonate (baking soda), and one- 
eighth ounce 
saccharin. 
Mix 
and 
sift upon four quarts of diced vege­ 
tables, potatoes, 
carrots, 
parsnips. 
beets, turnips, etc. 
Stir with an old 
spoon while sifting, so each piece of 
vegetable 
will 
be 
sprinkled 
wi,h 
some 
of 
the 
poison. 
The 
pieces 
should be aboil) half an inch square 
and an inch to two inches long. R u n ­ 
ways can be 
located 
by 
punching 
with a No. 9 wire on the " p l u g ” side 
of the mound, a foot or so from the 
mound. 
E nla rge the hole

pointed broomstick, slide in a couple 
pieces of bait, and cover 
the 
hole. 
After poisoning the field, 
d ra g 
to 
level the mounds, and after a week 
to ten days repoison all new mounds. 
It is well to remember th a t stry ch ­ 
nin is a deadly poison and th a t great 
care should be used in handling.

At 
the other end of the capitol approach 
where it would join Summit avenue, 
another shaft, or calumn, would be 
erected. 
The capitol approach would 
be 200 feet wide, and would extend 
to Seven Corners. 
“ Sooner or later the recom m enda­ 
tions of the state w a r memorial com­ 
mission will be realized,” said Ger­ 
ald V. Barron, state' commander of 
the Legion. 
“ The American Legion 
believes now is the opportune time. 
Minnesota will feel nobler by reason 
of this visible tribute to the p a trio t­ 
ism of her defenders."

Every now anti again there are clear indications that tilt* 
department of commerce, under I tit direction of its efficient sec- 
ret ar v, Hrrfiert Hoover, is attending to it*? business in a careful 
and thorough way. 
When Mr. Hoover refused to leave his pres* 
ent position as head of the department of commerce to take an­ 
other, which is considered to 1*> much more important, because 
he felt that his work in the department of commerce was not 
completed, th* people of the United States concluded that he was 
doing what was best for the country. 
His training and energy 
have* made him a man who steadily moves towards the comple­ 
tion of a task that he undertakes. 
Dealing with a report, mad*' by a special committee appointed 
by the president to consider the problem of unemployment and, 
lf possible, find ways and means of preventing unemployment In 
the future, the secretary of commerce, who was responsible for 
the conference being lilied w iii ch led to th*1 appointment of the 
committee, in a foreword, states what the committee has found 
to be true in their investigation of tile causes leading to unem­ 
ployment. 
T his• foreword discloses to the reader tho fact that 
there are many things, whose cumulative power to Interfere with 
the steady flow of constra ft ive enterprise leads to unemployment. 
These the committee seeks lo correct by advising the Industrial­ 
ists of the country just what the situation is from time to time. 
Unemployment is one of those problems whose gravity is 
Increased with the passing of production from smaller to larger 
organizations of capital and labor. 
Labor is becoming Increasing­ 
ly dependent upon lh* factory, and when the plant closes down, 
the closing down usually refit cts a general condition of depres­ 
sion and work outside is not i<> lie secured. 
Again the overhead 
must bu considered by * rn ploy erg and the time comes when it is 
not possible t > run the factory because, unless ii ran be operated 
at the peak of its productive capacity or near that peak, the over­ 
head is too high to justify further activity. 
By keeping a careful tai) on the eondition,of industry in the 
United States, the commerce department expects to be able to ad­ 
vise employers as to inst what, tin- conditions are, so thai they may 
plan conservatively and avoid as far as possible interruptions in 
employment that work a hardship on labor and promote a spirit 
of bitterness that reflects itself in attacks upon industry because 
it docs not continue to employ** 
In suggesting that large projects planned by the government 
and cities, should not In1 undertaken during a time when labor is 
fully utilized in the regular channels of production, hut should 
be initiated and pushed to completion when men are without em- 
ployment, tin1 committee has made a sensible suggestion. The re­ 
lease of intelligence will help to solve this problem as it has solved 
others, and the survey of the situation that has been marie, to­ 
gether with the recommendations of the committee will aid mate­ 
rially in removing one of the major defects of our industrial sys­ 
tem.

E very now and again there are clear indications that the* ® 
department of commerce, under the direction of its efficient sec­ 
retary, Herbert, Hoover, is attending to its business in a careful 
and thorough way. 
When Mr. Hoover refused to leave his pres­ 
ent position as head of the department of commerce to take an­ 
other, which is considered to be much more important, because 
he felt that his work in the department of commerce was not 
completed, the people of the United States concluded that he was 
doing what was best for the country. 
His training and energy 
have made him a man who steadily moves towards the comple­ 
tion of a task that he undertakes. 
Dealing with a report, made by a special committee appointed 
by the president to consider the problem of unemployment and, 
if possible, find ways and means of preventing unemployment in 
the future, the secretary of commerce, who was responsible for 
the conference being called which led to the appointment ol the 
committee, in a foreword, states what the committee has found 
to be true in their investigation of the causes leading to unem­ 
ployment. 
This-foreword discloses to the reader the fact that 
there are many things, whose cumulative power to interfere with 
the steady flow of constructive enterprise leads to unemployment. 
These the committee seeks to correct by advising the industrial­ 
ists of the country just what the situation is from time to time. 
Unemployment is one of those problems whose gravity is 
increased with the passing of production from smaller to larger 
organizations of capital and labor. 
Labor is becoming increasing­ 
ly dependent upon the' factory, and when the plant closes down, 
the closing down usually reflects a general condition of depres­ 
sion and work outside is not to be secured. 
Again the overhead 
must be considered by employers and the time comes when it is 
not possible to run the factory because, unless it can be operated 
at the peak of its productive capacity or near that peak, the over­ 
head is too high to justify further activity. 
By keeping a careful tab on the conditioner industry in the 
United States, the commerce department expects to Im* able to ad­ 
vise employers as to just what, the conditions are, so that they may 
plan conservatively and avoid as far as possible interruptions in 
employment that work a hardship on labor and promote a spirit 
of bitterness that reflects itself in attacks upon industry because 
it does not continue to employ. 
In suggesting that large projects planned by the government 
and cities, should not be undertaken during a time when labor Is 
fully utilized in the regular channels of production, but should 
be initiated and pushed to completion when men are Without em­ 
ployment, the committee has made a sensible suggestion. 
The re- ' 
lease of intelligence will help to solve this problem as it has solved 
others, and the survey of the situation that has been made, to 
gether with the recommendations of the committee will aid mate 
dally .in removing one of the major defects of our industrial s.vs 
tem.
